The sole justification for the existence of the pure bred is its 
ower to influence favorably, or tc improve upon, the general run 
of live stock, and probably the greatest significance of a long line 
of ped'greed stock is that it is highly prepotent, meaning that char- 
acteristics brought into being and accentuated with each new cross 
will be transmitted from parent to offspring. Every 
good pure bred has the ability to transmit his own su- 
perior qualities to his progeny. Thus, if the right system 
of breeding is followed, improvement 1s made from one 
generation to another. This constitutes constructive 
breeding as well as continuity in breeding. 

Constructive breeding in the true sense means fol- 
lowing a certain line with a definite objective in view. 
When this plan is properly adhered to, continued im- 
provement is made and if followed for a long period of 
time, the value of the animals produced is constantly en- 
hanced. In other words, animals from a herd where a 
constructive breeding policy has been in force for many 


i i ve a more 
years are more desirable than those which have OTTO V. BATTLES. 


or less hit-and-miss background. That is the reason why 

such animals bring better prices than those from a herd 

of heterogenious ancestry. The pure bred which represents many 

generations of intelligent and constructive effort is much more de- 
endable than his less carefully bred brother. 

From the very beginning the element of time has been an im- 
portant factor in live stock improvement. In its highest form con- 
structive breeding is a work which must be continuous, carried on 
from generation to generation in an uninterrupted line. In no oth- 
er way can the utmost in perfection be attained. 

I used to wonder why practically all of the breeds of our mod- 
ern live stock had their origin and were developed in the British

The Significance of a Long Line of Pedigreed Stock 


by a long line of descent from certain well-known strains. This is 
usually the result of a constructively bred herd or group of animals 
being passed on by sale or otherwise from one breeder to another, 
who, by a continued concentration of the original blood lines, car- 
ries on from where his predecessor left off. The most desirable 
way of accomplishing a long time breeding program is by 
passing on from father to son the work of a breed im- 
prover. In no other way can a long time constructive 
breeding policy be so effectively carried out. It is to be 
regretted that we have so few examples of this in our 
country, and I have often wondered why. Surely there 
can be but few, if any, more interesting occupations than 
the development of a fine herd of live stock. Is it be- 
cause other businesses and professions offer the sons of 
live stock breeders such inducements from a monetary 
standpoint that they forsake the farm and take up other 
activities which, to them, seem more profitable? If this 
is true, our pure bred breeders are not prospering as 
they should as there is no more worthwhile business or 
one which is of greater importance to the welfare of our 
country than the improvement and maintenance of a 
high standard of quality in our live stock. In the mother-country 
of our improved breeds we find a more favorable condition in this 
respect. There are many herds there which have a continuous rec- 
ord of performance over a long period of years under the owner- 
ship of one family. Most notable among them no doubt, was the 
Ballindalloch herd which started operations in earnest as a pure 
bred breeding establishment in the year 1861. The first recorded 
animals from this famous herd appear in the first volume of the 
herd book which was published by Mr. Ravenscroft in 1862. For 
quite a number of years previous to this however, Aberdeen-Angus 


Isles, and after making a considerable study of the matter 
I arrived at this conclusion. Hundreds of years are re- 
quired in the development of the best type of live stock. 
The work of improvement must go on year after year 
without a break. In Great Britain, as a result of her geo- 
graphical position and her invincible navy, this kind of a 
program has been possible. For over 800 years the British 
Isles have been free from invading armies which, in the 
older days at least, fed upon the land which they occupied. 
It was only natural that they should consume the best 
of the live stock. As a result the fattest cattle (which 
generally were the best bred cattle), the choicest sheep, 
and the best of other domestic animals were killed for 
food, and the best horses were taken for transport pur- 
poses. It is easy to realize how it was impossible for the 
husbandmen of continental Europe, where devastating 
wars have raged at frequent and prolonged intervals from 
time immemorial, to carry on a continuous line of breed- 
ing such as was fostered by their brothers across the Eng- 
lish Channel. At the close of some of these continental 
wars there was little live stock left with which to carry 
on, so that there was no possibility of an unbroken chain 
of continued improvement such as was possible in the Brit- 
ish Isles where the principal breeds of live stock, which 
we now have in America and elsewhere in the world con- 
tinually grew in importance and quality. 

Literally speaking of course, there are but few herds 
of any kind of live stock in the world that have been main- 
tained in an unbroken line for any great length of time. 
On the other hand, there are many herds that are favored 
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PRIDE of ROSEMERE 
397th, now the property of 
Geo. Laughlin, Thousand 
Hills Farms, Kirksville, Mis- 
souri, is a striking example 
of line breeding. Starting 
back five generations we 
find Pride C. B. 8th mated 
with Meraman of Tierra Al- 
ta to produce Pride C. B 
20th, who in turn was mat- 
ed with Idolmere 4th (by 
the International grand 
champion Oakville Quiet 
Lad) to produce Pride of 
Rosemere 82d. She in turn 
was mated with Blackcap- 
mere 17th (a grandson of 
both Meraman of Tierra Al- 
ta and Oakville Quiet Lad) 
and the result was Pride of 
Rosemere 1 who was 
then mated with Prizemere 
82d to produce this beauti- 
fully balanced heifer. “32d’’ 
was a grandson of Meraman 
of Tierra Alta and a double 
great grandson of Oakville 
Quiet Lad. I have known all 
of these females and can 
vouch for the fact that they 
bore a striking resemblance, 
carrying the same type, con- 
formation and general high 
quality, thus establishing a 
certain uniformity not pos- 
sible through any other type 
of matings.—Fred Hahne. 


cattle were under a process of improvement at 
Ballindalloch, although I am unable to state the 
exact time that this development was started. I 
hazard a guess though, that the Ballindalloch 
herd, at the time it was dispersed several years 
ago, was at least 100 years old, and it was then 
still under the ownership of Sir George McPher- 
son Grant, a direct descendant of the founder. 
In the early days of the Ballindalloch herd 
inbreeding was the practice which was later re- 
placed by line breeding. In his history of the 
Ballindalloch herd covering the years between 
1861 and 1891, Mr. C. McPherson Grant states

Climaxing a season of highly successful 
auctions, the J. Garrett Tolan sale on Mon- 
day, June 19th, exceeded the expectations 
of the most optimistic. 

Startling as the general average made on 
this occasion must appear to most readers, 
there is another factor that must be of more 
importance than the actual dollars and cents 
that were invested that day for breeding 
cattle. Surely, the ring of the cash register 
as the _ individuals 
were bid off, and a 
look at the total on 
the tape must have 
been pleasant music 
and a gratification to 
the Tolans, but we are 
of the opinion that 
greater pleasure must 
be the knowledge that 
new chapters, reveal- 
ing added glory were 
written in the up-to- 
date history of the 
Eileenmeres. 

That the _ Eileen- 
meres, the Blackcap 
Tolans and _ other 
strains of Tolan 
breeding have been 
well regarded in the 
show ring is no secret. The records offer 
conclusive proof of that fact. That these 
cattle are producing cattle of good type and 
conformation must also be proven, 
for we have seen Eileenmere 15th, 
Eileenmere 85th, Blackcap Tolan 
35th, Estamere, Blackcap Tolan 
61st, Eileenmere 191st and many 
others win coveted prizes at lead- 
ing shows, year after year. 

But, that in which Mr. Tolan 
must be allowed considerable par- 
donable pride is that the general 
public held his Eileenmeres and his 
Blackcap Tolans in high enough re- 
gard to come to his farm from 
more than twenty odd states. That 
alone is no small accomplishment. 
Yet, his, is an even greater feat, 
for these “drawing cards” not only 
accomplished the purpose of at- 
tracting a crowd, but were of suf- 
ficient quality to arouse an even 
greater desire by these same visit- 
ors to own them. After a most 
careful inspection, breeders stayed 
for the sale, and in their respective 
bidding, appraised the Tolan sale 
cattle at a figure higher by several 
hundreds of dollars than has any 
other single Aberdeen-Angus con- 
signment, or for that matter any consign- 
ment of registered beef cattle since war 
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$1500.00, purchased by

days. That should be accomplishment 
enough for any one breeder. “Yet, 
how much benefit can the breed as a 
whole be expected to gain as a result 
of the sale? Therein lies the finest 
result of the event. For, surely, such 
an appraisal placed on choicely bred 
individuals must establish a new price, 
a price more in line with the accomp- 
lishments of the breed supreme. For, 
now, Aberdeen-An- 
gus have proven top 
sellers, in the breed- 
ing industry, trey 
have long been top 
sellers in the feeder 
calf division and on 
the packer markets 
from coast to coast. 
The results should 
assure breeders that 
their market is anx- 
ious to buy and pay 
a premium for bet- 
eee ™ ter-than-average breeding 
‘ ‘fe cattle. 

But, we are forgetting 
the sale itself, and its pre- 
vailing excitement. 

Early Sunday morning, 
and days before that, visi- 
tors began to arrive. Inspection of Esta-

quality marked the offering. For example 
eight of us went into a pen of nine heifers. 
and were asked to select the top female of 
the group. After carefully checking them 
and adding up the score, we found five dif. 
ferent “tops.” 

Sale day itself was no “bargain”, for 
early in the morning, rain started to fall, 
and continued intermittently, until sale 
time, when the real storm came along. The 
noise of the wind and the rain on the 
tent made necessary a three-quarter 
hour delay. But about 1:45 o’clock 
Colonel A. W. “Art” Thompson called 
the sale to order. First, a few words 
of welcome by J. Garrett Tolan, dur- 
ing which time Eileenmere 32d and 
Eileenmere 85th were exhibited in the 
sale ring. Much comment, all favor- 
able, was heard of both of these bulls. 
Senator H. D. “Dell” Miller, President 
of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association next commented 
briefly on his pleasure at seeing so 
many present at Mr. Tolan’s sale, and 
further stated that because of breed- 
ers like Mr. Tolan, Aberdeen-Angus 
had been making such favorable prog- 
ress. William M. “Bill’’ Barton, field- 
man for the national association drew 
a quick picture of the sales of the year 
and especially the Tolan offering. 
Secretary W. H. Tomhave, then con- 
cluded the opening by offering proof 
of the demand for breeding stock, 
showing increases in every depart- 
ment in the association, and that 1939 
should prove to be the record year for 
“new memberships”. But, it’s time to start 
the sale. Despite the dampness of the day, 
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dampening of the enthusiam 
oe ak and = Eileenmere 190th was 
brought into the sale ring, the tenseness of 
the crowd could easily be noted. I don’t re- 
call at just what figure, he started, but long 
before he had reached three thousand dol- 
lars, “Bill” Barton, who was working one 
<ectjon of the ring, found that he had two 
determined customers, each with the desire 
and intent to own the bull. The one, Mr. 
Frank A. Godchaux, Jr., Abbeville, Louisi- 
ana, proved to be the outstanding con- 
tender of the day on many, in fact all of the 
choice females in the offering. The other, 
Mr. J. F. Thornton, of New. Berlin, Illinois, 
had been trying to buy Eileenmere 190th 
for more than a year, and before the sale 
told me that for once he had come to a sale, 
prepared to buy what he wanted most, and 
that he wanted Eileenmere 190th. Ringing 
up a new high for bulls in a public auction, 
Mr. Thornton finally gained ownership of 
the bull at $4500.00 the “top” of the entire 
sale. I later heard it stated that a bid of 
$5000.00 might have been given, had the 
bidder thought he could buy the bull. 
Next bull, Eileenmere 188th, had many 
supporters, and quickly rose to $1000.00, 
then $1500.00 and on up to $2000.00, when 
Mr. Godchaux again stepped in and placed 
a bid of $2250.00 only to have it 
jump to $2500.00. The Louisian- 
jan added a fifty dollar bill to the 
bid and bought Eileenmere 188th 
at $2550.00 and we had a bull av- 
erage of $3525.00. The third bull, 
Eileenmere 260th, a May, 1938 
calf, who was, in the minds of a 
number of visitors, the choice of 
the group, went rapidly to the 
thousand dollar mark, and slow- 
ed very little to more than seven- 
teen hundred, when the bidders 
started falling out, and F. Lynn 
Smith, Mud Creek Farm, Cornell, 
Illinois, placed the winning bid of 
$2050.00 to keep the bull in the 
home state. Eileenmere Elgon, a 
very good prospect for the three 
year old bull class this year was 
claimed by the bid of $1250.00 
handed in by Mr. George Pinney, 
bidding for Dr. Laughlin, of 
Kirksville, Missouri. Among the 
very serious contenders on many 
of these bulls was Mr. L. W. Tur- 
ner, Old Elkton Farm, Forest, 
Virginia and he finally succeeded 
in purchasing Fountain Glen Bur- 
gess, a son of the junior cham- 
pion, Edwin Burgess for $750.00. 
Arkansas, in the person of Mr. L. 
A. Sloan, of Imboden, then took 
Bandoliermere 4th, followed by 
Eileenmere 263d another very good son of 
Kileenmere 85th, who was taken by Mr. E. 
E. Greiner, who was making his initial pur- 
chases in Aberdeen-Angus for a herd at 
Springfield, Ohio. Mr. Greiner was success- 
ful in getting a few of the choice females, 
too, which will be the nucleus of the new 
Buckeye herd. Next, Mr. Leland Clark, bid-

ding for Tyrconnel Farms, 
Knoxville, Maryland, bought 
Bandoliermere 3d. Then Eil- 
eenmere 261st sold to Platter 
Farms, Memphis, Missouri, 
for an even $700.00. Wind- 
ing up the bull sale, we found 
that twelve bulls were pur- 
chased at $13,780.00 or an av- 
erage of $1148.33, and we are 
inclined to think that a pret- 
ty fair average price for 
bulls. 

And then, the sale of the 
females. From Tennessee 
came Mr. C. L. Hardwick and 
his manager, Mr. Joe Keef- 
auver. They didn’t travel for 
the ride, but with the express 
purpose of buying the out- 
standing females in the auc- 
tion. Just how well they suc- 
ceeded we leave to you, for 
the first four females to pass 
through the ring went out 
owned by Hardwick Farms, 
Cleveland, Tennessee, at $10,600.00.

morning that these two calves 
would develop into such show cat- 
tle, and certainly he had no idea 
that in his 1939 auction they 
would bring a total of $5600.00.

Who is go- 
ing to gauge the correct value of 
a good herd sire? Surely, Eileen- 
mere 85th, the sire of both of 
these December 2, 1936, calves, 
earned his keep for many years 
from the two services, that pro- 
duced this pair.

Schloeman Family proves to be Royal Entertainers 


One of the most successful gatherings of 
beef cattle folks to be held in the middle 
west this season was that held at _ the 
famous Riverview Farm of E. H. Schloe- 
man, a short way out of Mankato, Min- 
nesota, out Judson way. A beautiful layout 
in the Minnesota river valley, and it was in 
one of the luxuriant pastures bordering this 
stream that the scene was laid for the pic- 
nic. A platform had been erected and seats 
placed in the shade where every possible 
effort had been expended to make the vis- 
itors comfortable. The morning hours were 
spent in and about the spacious barns where 
Mr. Schloeman had arranged to have some 
club calves of the various beef breeds on 
display, as well as a pen filled with Aber- 
deen-Angus feeder calves of his own grow- 
ing. There was a judging contest at the 
barns in which a marjority of those present 
participated. 

Following the entertainment at the barns 
the large crowd moved across the highway 
and down to the river’s edge where a great 
picnic feed was enjoyed, and folks from 
every quarter rubbed elbows, became bet- 
ter acquainted, exchanged ideas, discussed 
weather and crops and the cattle business 
in general. It so happened that a majority 
of those present were more or less familiar 
with the Aberdeen-Angus breed and many 
of the men there were actually breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It was a fine idea 
to have all these various interests assemb- 
led in that way, and “Ernie” Schloeman is 
justifiably proud of the success that atten- 
ded his efforts. No man ever enjoyed a day 
more, and it is doubtful whether any audi- 
ence ever benefitted more from an atten- 
dance at a gathering of this sort. 


The program was varied and covered 
most of the vital spots in the cattle busi- 


ness. Officially this was the get together 
meeting for the Minnesota Beef and Dual 
Purpose Cattle Producers Association. Mr. 
Schloeman gave an address of welcome that 
will not soon be forgotten. Those who know 
Ernie Schioeman will not be surprised when 
we say that he is a free and easy talker 
and shoots straight at the bull’s eye. He 
does not believe in beating about the bush— 
just tell ’em what’s on his mind in no mis- 
takable terms. He told of the development 
of his magnificent farm and herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

Secretary W. H. Tomhave discussed 
“Ways and Means of Increasing Profits 
from Beef Cattle Herds.” Dean W. C. Cof- 
fey, Department of Agriculture University 
of Minnesota, talked on the importance of 
producing quality beef and the need for 
more good pure bred sires in grade herds. 
R. E. Hodgson, superintendent Southeast 
Branch of the Minnesota Experiment Stat- 
ion at Waseca, made a comprehensive re- 
port on a cattle feeding experiment at his 
station. Among the other speakers was F. 
A. Sloan, secretary of the Red Polled Cattle 
Breeders Association; A. M. Teeter, Fair- 
mont, President of the Minnesota Beef and 
Dual Purpose Cattle Producers Association. 
The editor of Markets published at South 
St. Paul in the interests of the cattle and 
live stock business in general spoke of his 
end of the business. 


Following the session the Minnesota 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association call- 
ed a special meeting in which the possibili- 
ties for a fall sale were discussed and it was 
decided that there should be a sale of strict- 
ly high class breeding cattle, that it would 
be held at Blue Earth on September 29, 
1939, with Kenneth McGregor, Ada, as 
chairman of the sales committee.

Naturally lowa 
headed the list with a total of seventeen 
head remaining within its boundaries. IIli- 
nois scored second high with eleven fine 
specimens going to the particular breeders 
across the Mississippi.

Sell- 
ing to Hardwick Farms at Cleveland, 
Tennessee, at $2500.00, we think she 
will prove to be “the bargain” of 
Mr. Tolan’s record breaking sale. 
We feel certain that Mr. C. L. Hard- 
wick and his most particular young 
manager, Mr. Joe Keefauver, were 
expecting to have to pay much more 
money to take her to Tennessee. We 
think she was well worth the price, 
and are expecting to note in coming 
years that her produce will make an 
even more impressive record than 
that which she herself has made.

The years, through which this herd has 
been builded, have not all been “good years”, 
from the standpoint of profits. Nor have 
they been “poor years”. Mr. Tolan has 
since early days recognized the worth of 
type and quality, and knows cattle and has 
been insistent upon improving the herd at 
all times. 

He and Mrs. Tolan as well as their two 
children, Sarah Ann and John, both of 
whom are well known in Aberdeen-Angus 
circles, must take a lot of pride in the ac- 
complishments of the Eileenmeres in the 


show ring. They must have enjoyed seeing 
their cattle out-average not only any single 
group of Aberdeen-Angus sold at auction 
since war days, but to know that the aver- 
age made on June 19th was better than has 
been made since 1920 by any beef breed of 
cattle sold at public auction.

That J. Garrett Tolan’s herd 
will be less strong this year, must 
be accepted, for in selling as many 
of his show ring winners, he can not 
expect to make the same kind of a 
record as he might have been able to 
make, had he retained, for example, 
Estamere, Blackcap Tolan 60th and 
Blackcap Tolan 61st, Blackberry 
74th, Eileenmere 190th, Eileenmere 
188th and other individuals, of show 
yard merit.

It should certainly point out to the 
skeptical breeder, that if he but makes his 
cattle good enough, his chances for success 
are assured. Ask Mr. Tolan how he man- 
aged, and he will likely answer by one word.

3,000 miles of Aberdeen-Angus Breed Promotion in Four States

As you all know the last three days of 
May were taken care of by as many sales 
in Iowa, namely those of Marion, lowa and 
Poweshiek counties, and as the Hoelscher 
Brothers sale in Carroll, Iowa. was to be 
held on June 2d William (Bill) Barton, 
fieldman for the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association spent the intervening 
day in the office of the breed paper. __ 

It was guring this spare day that Bill de- 
cided that one of the Journal force should 
keep him company between the dates of the 
Hoelscher sale and the South Dakota sale 
on June 7th, so as I am always ready to 
travel and knowing that a picnic or two 
would be on our list of stops I accepted the 
invitation and on Friday morning we start- 
ed off with light hearts and a heavy tank of 
gas for the Hoelscher sale. ; 

It was after four o’clock when this good 
offering had been passed around to the pub- 
lic present, and as the report of this sale 
appeared in the June issue we will not spend 
words to again describe it. ' 

As the last animal sold Bill began to fid- 
get around and was ready to travel and that 
evening we bunked in Macomb, Illinois, plan- 
ning to see the Tolan herd the morning of 
June 3d. This we accomplished, arriving at 
Tolan’s farms about nine-thirty the follow- 
ing day and spending until nearly three 
with Garrett and his family. This was the 
first time that Bill had ever set foot on the 
Tolan farms, and he wanted to see the herd 
intact as it could be seen only before the 
big sale. We saw the herd, spending a lot 
of time looking over the sale cattle and the 
show animals that are to be offered in the 
Tolan sale. Bill was much enthused and 
walked out to the — with his camera 
in his pocket and shot up a roll of films on 
the breeding herd. 

It would not be fair at this point to tell 
what animals we chose as tops in the sale, 
for the sale report will appear in this issue 
also and too many might think that we had 
first gone over the report before making 
our lists, but will say that every animal is 
really in sale shape and if this is not the 
top sale of the year many breeders, besides 
us, will be very much disappointed. 


Bill has orders from several breeders, as 
do we, to keep on the lookout for a good 
herd sire for replacement in good herds. I 
think that Bill found several this day that 
will fill the bill and hope that the breeders 
are on hand to take advantage of the good 
— that will be offered to them on June 
19th. 

Just as we were getting ready to depart 
more visitors arrived, none other than John 
and Elliott, Mrs. John Brown and the daugh- 


ter Jennie. We hung around and watched 
them examine several of the good show 
animals that are going into the auction. 
then got in the Chevrolet, waved our hands 
and headed for Peru, Indiana. 

Sunday morning found us, and about one 
hundred other persons, present at the Mark 
E. Miller farm, just a short distance out 
from Peru. This was the picnic site and 
before the dinner was laid on the tables a 
class of bulls was to be judged by the crowd, 
this was done by passing out slips and let- 
ting everyone present judge the animals in 
the class, then the official judges made their 
decisions and placed the animals. The 
judges were Bill Barton and A. J. McCaffer- 
ty and myself, with Bill and Mr. McCaf- 
ferty doing the work. After each class Bill 
gave the reasons, and always came through 
with a fine set too, for remember that Bill 
has had a great deal of judging team work 
besides teaching a judging class at Wis- 
consin. 

After the first class was judged the ladies 
called us to dinner, and a fine meal it was 
too, everything that could be desired with 
Bill running my legs off to keep his plate 
loaded and for the first time I realized why 
he wanted company on this trip, he wanted 
someone to keep his plate full while he de- 
— his entire time to the knife and fork 
work. 


Several speakers were slated for the pro- 
gram and the first was Mr. A. H. Cole, of 
the firm of Miller & Cole. His talk was 
mainly on the topic of Aberdeen-Angus from 
the standpoint of raising the fertility of the 
farm and the program that had been follow- 
ed on their farm and the returns they ob- 
tained by raising pure bred beef cattle. His 
was a well worded welcome that gave the 
breeders present a new slant on the busi- 
ness. 


Next speaker was Mark E. Miller, on 
whose farm the picnic was held, and who 
offered the use of his front yard to the 
breeders at any time. Mark does not talk 
much and never says anything unless he 
means it, so the breeders do have a welcome 
spot in Indiana at any time they care to take 
advantage of the fact. This is a beautiful 
spot with a little stream between the house 
and the barns, flowers all around and plenty 
of fine shade trees under which to spread 
the tables. 


Next a show bull was led out and John 
Greenburg, a young fellow with quite a good 
deal of showing experience, gave some 
pointers on the showing of cattle in the 
rings, starting with the choice of the calf, 
proper feeding technique, and the manner 
to handle the calf to get him in readiness 
for the shows.

er get an over supply. When the time comes 
that the United States can produce enough 
good cattle to go into the export trade we 
will need better sires, for only the top grade 
and choice beeves will be offered for ex- 
port, just as Poland exports only the best 
hams. This would open up a new and great- 
er field for the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, for it is these men that must sup- 
ply sires to care for many commercial herds 
and this has been proven by the carcass con- 
tests at the International, where Aberdeen- 
Angus beef has been walking off with near- 
ly every award. 

I never tire of hearing Bill speak his 
heart on the beef cattle business, for Bill 
was born and raised on an Oklahoma farm 
just a short distance from the Texas line, 
where cattle are the mainstay and backbone 
of the land. It was here that Bill heard of 
the many disadvantages of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle—“they won’t stand the heat—they 
won’t stand the cold—they won’t rustle— 
can’t be handled—too wild—etc,” the buga- 
boo that we heard so much about when we 
first tried to introduce our breed into terri- 
tory held down by some other beef breeds. 
Bill learned that this was all untrue for his 
father has been using pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls in his herd for several years. 
I think that the association was indeed fort- 
unate to find such a fellow as Bill to handle 
the work on the road. 


Mr. A. J. McCafferty was next on the list 
and he told of his experiences with the 
breed, how he purchased a bull for a long 
price and how all around him they felt that 
he had plunged too deep and spent too much 
on a sire. Now after several years he has 
proven to his own satisfaction that no one 
can buy too good a sire, regardless of the 
price. He said that if you can not find the 
right bull at a price you can afford to pay, 
just go home and sell off from the tail end 
of the herd until you have enough money 
to buy the quality that you really need in 
your sire. 

Every day we see the proof of such moves 
as this, and yet on the other hand we see 
many of the breeders shopping around for 
a sire, with just so much money to spend 
and buying a bull to fit the purse and not 
the herd. This is a costly method and some- 
times takes several generations to breed out 
the results of one cross with the wrong sire. 

After these speeches it seemed strange 
that I should be called upon to give any kind 
of a talk, for the gentlemen preceding had 
covered nearly every point of the merits of 
the breed, and being somewhat stumped on 
what topic to use I could only start on a 
subject that I do know something about. It 
was based on promotional work.

The top bull, Burgessmere 2d, a son 
of Prizemere 50th, used since a calf in the 
Knollsworth herd, was easily the outstand- 
ing individual of the sale and sold accord- 
ingly. Mr. Shelby had considerable com- 
petition for this bull but his final bid of 
$510.00 bought the herd sire.

In his operations covering a period of 
years, Mr. Scoon has repeatedly stated that 
he has never yet lost any money on his 
method of farming, and that his herd of 
cattle, numbering forty odd head of breed- 
ing cows, can be regularly counted on for a 
revenue of from four to five thousand dol- 
lars a year gross.

It seems that Dad Tellier was walking 
through the barn and happened to hear two 
men talking of the sale. Neither of the men 
knew Dad and to his surprise he overheard 
this statement: “Isn’t it too bad that they 
couldn’t get an auctioneer that knew some- 
thing about Aberdeen-Angus cattle?” Now 
Dad Tellier took this statement as the theme 
of his talk and here is a brief synopsis of 
what he said: “I do not know of any auc- 
tioneer who has spent any more time in the 
International show ring than myself, or 
knew so many of the old timers in the game, 
for many years ago I was working on a cat- 
tle paper and it was my job to get pictures 
of the best steers in the Chicago yards and 
make up news stories around these pictures. 
It was on one fine day that one of my col- 
leagues came to me and said that one of the 
best groups of steers he had ever seen was 
in the yards, accordingly I took my camera 
and started out, finding a slip of a boy and 
a little group of real steers in the far end 
of the yards. As these were the best that 
I had seen in a long time we soon started a 
conversation during which the lad stated 
that he did not have a pure bred herd but 
intended to start one and that he was going 
to have a herd of cattle better than that of 
McHenry.

And now, another state, New Jersey, 
came into the picture, for Mr. W. G. Mennen 
who with Mr. “Bill” Skelley of the New Jer- 
sey Extension Service had travelled to the 
sales held in Iowa on Friday and Saturday 
preceding, stepped in and bought Estamere 
3d, a daughter of Estamere’s dam and sired 
by Bandolier of Anoka 7th, full brother to 
the 1937 International grand champion bull, 
at a price of $1075.00 and added another, 
Esthermere llth at $550.00. 

Otto G. Nobis, Davenport, Iowa, selects 
one or two that he likes at most of the good 
sales and his purchase of Blackcap Tolan 
73d was no exception. 

Another bidder, who has become a fa- 
miliar figure at many leading sales the past 
few years was Colonel James B. Dillard and 
he placed many a bid at the Tolan sale, 
only to have the auctioneer say sold be- 
fore I could get it relayed. But one little 
heifer, Ectessa 9th, a daughter of Bandolier 
of Anoka 7th and out of a daughter of 
Eileenmere 32d was not to get away and 
she went at $800.00 to the Colonel’s Win- 
ton Farm at Clifford, Virginia. 

Mud Creek Farm, at Cornell, Illinois, took 
the largest number for Mr. F. Lynn Smith 
secured a total of twelve head, including ten 
females and two bulls.

foundation cattle, feed and fit the cattle for 
sale, but do not know how to get the high 
dollar for their product. This is due to sev- 
eral causes, one is that they do not travel 
enough, see enough cattle sold to recognize 
the value of the good heifers or bulls they 
have on hand, others are not gifted with 
good salesmanship, which stands so many 
business men in great stead. 

Knowing that they are not salesmen they 
sometimes get the cattle ready and put on 
an auction. This may either be an individ- 
ual auction or a consignment sale, but in 
either event they obtain the best auctioneer 
available, use the amount of advertising 
they think suits their needs and carry this 
advertising where they believe it will do the 
most good. 

Be it sale day or at private treaty the 
dollars and cents value is arrived at when 
the cattle are sold and no other way is more 
satisfactory in setting a price value on ani- 
mals in any territory than a sale of good 
quality animals in an auction ring.
